Rail-way, formulated a plan for the re- 
organization of the company. «.t tho 
same time stating that the previous 
plan put out during the summer had 
failed, owing to the'inability of 
the 


banking house,, which undertook to 
finance it, to raise the necessary funds. 


The road has been in- receivership 


since 1916, and Is in default under two 
mortgages, securing an a-ggregate face 
value of bonds of $650,000, plu-.3 over- 
due coupons amounting to approxi- 
mately $240,000. In addition to this 
huge debt owed the -bondholders, the 
Receiver has $30,000- of certificates out 
standing, and about $57,000 in bills and 


accounts payable, largely representing 
money spent In rehabilitation of tha 
property, which wa; ID. very .poor con- 
dition when the Receiver was appoint- 
ed. 


The Receiver's debts, 
aggregating 


a-bout $87,000, plus expenses of fore- ' 
closure sale, and other preferred clai*,' 
constitute a lien ahead of the mort- 
gage Indebtedness, "and it is estimated 
•that if the property is scrapped, the- 
net amount realized from sak:a of ma- 
terials and equipment wlii barely meet 
these claims, ana that nothing will t& 
left for distribution to the bondholders. 


Present' Situation 


With this situation facing.the -hold- 


ers of neaitiy $900.000 o? mortgage in- 
debtedness, who years ago invested 
their money in good faith, believing It 
to be amply secured, it might be as- 
sumed that .a sufficient number would 
now come to the rescue o' the road, 
•and attempt to save £ part ot their i'n- 
; vestment, and It -was upon this theory 
thai the present plan was formed and 
submitted to them. Much to the disap- 
pointment of the committees, -however, 
this result has not been realized, 'for 
since the plan was submitted, practi- 
cally all bondholders have been heard 
from, and only those representing ST 
percent of the total issues have as- 
sented and agreed to the 20 percenE- 
assessment proposed, thus yielding 
less than $50.000 of the total'of 51,10.- 
000 needed to make the plan operative; 
hence $80,000 wjll have to be provided 
by other Interested parties if tht road 
and Its service is to be kept going. 


The failure _ 
of a majority of the- 


bondholders to subscribe to the plan, 
and by investing $200 more' for each 
$1000 bond owned, attempt to save a 
part, at least, of their original invest- 
ment, is -doubtless due to the fact that • 
a considerable number of holders can 
not raise the money, being people of • 
small means, -and unable to protect 
their Interests. Also a number of the 
bonds are held by banks, trust com- 
panies, and estates, which are not at

ufacture of goods requires a definite amount of dampness in1 


' t h e atmosphere. 
That applies in the card-room especially. 


Dry atmospheric conditions permits the-fibre to scatter and it 
"does not adhere or roll so easily. A given amount of moisture 
in the air simplifies this process. Without this moisture, the 
working of the fibre is expensive and almost impossible. 


The climate of New England carries the ideal amount of 


moisture. Only during a very small period of the summer 
months is there too much dryness and this is easily overcome 
by dropping water from the roof of the mills, which "feeds" 
the air." On the other hand, in the south, where the cotton is 
raised, thejnoisture can only be supplied by artificial means. 


Millions'of dollars have been spent in spray systems to cor- 


rect this deficiency in-the southern atm'osphere; these millions 
liave been practically wasted. That is the one reason why j 
cotton comes north to be converted from fibre into the finished 
product.

It is a fact that power had something to do with it in the 


early days, and still has as much. New England has cheaper 
power and the proper atmospheric conditions. She still has 


* the cotton mills after a quarter of a century of experimenta- 


tion. And that is some argument, considering the fact that 
they are being enlarged and paying immense dividends.

;. That great party, prize and Jibnor 
went to. the veteran democratic leader, 
Representative William J. Aheafn of 
Concord -who for more than a querter 
of ,a century has been a member .of 
the New Hampshire house and for" a 
number of sessions its minority lead- 
er. 


This year's house la democratic, but 


the senate Is republican. For president 
of the upper branch, Wesley Adams of 
Derry was chosen and the republican 
officers of that branch were re-elected. 
Mr. Adams Is a dirt farmer and has 
bee'n head of the state grange. 


Randolph W. Branch of Manchester, 


democrat, was elected' clerk of 
the 


' house, succeeding Harrie M. Young, 
republican, who had held the place 10 
years. The new democratic house made 
a clean sweep of the floor patronage, 
turning out the republican assistant 
secretary, sergeant-at^arms and door- 
koeper, putting democrats 
in 
their 


places. But there was.no ill feeling-- ap- 
parent on the republican side in the 
proceedings. 


Indeed. James O. Lyford, recognized 


' spokesman for the republican, mach- 


ine in the state, greased the way for 
the republican toboggan slide, making 
most of the'motions that elected Na-, 
thanlel E. Martin, democrat. Concord, 
temporary presiding officer, ".-starting 
the machinery In motion which gath- 
ered in 22 votes for Ahearn for speak- 
er to 186 for the republican candidate, 
William E. Price of Lisbon. 


Selection of Adams as president of 


the senate and Ahearn as speaker, was 
In accordance with the action of re- 
publican and democratic caucuses held 
the night before. .Mr. Ahearn did not 
seek the speakershlp. He would have 
preferred to continue in his old place 
.us floor leader, as chairman of appro- 
priations. He would have been 'glad 
to have seen his fellow townsman Nat. 
Martin chosen speaker but a maporlty 


'of the democratic members felt the 
highest honor in their gift-belonged to 
the veteran leader of the minority in 
the past houses, and besides a number 
of them ^openly, declared Mr. Martin 
was to. Dry to suit them and refused 
to. support him for speaker.

speaker -and personally directed the

There-are_421.members, of the house 


—one of the largest state assemblies in 
the entire country, but only 419 mem- 
bers answered ""the roll. Two towns, 
Brldgewater', and Sherburne did not 
elect' a representative this year. The 
former town couldn't get anybody to 
run, and tile latter village forgot to 
nominate.
